Directly  behind  the 
monument  stands  the  Baptist  Church  where  the  company  attended  divine  worship  and 
listened  to  an  address  by  their  preacher-captain.  Reverend  J.  E.  Ashley,  the  day  they 
marched  away  to  Camp  Colony  at  the  Tawrlton  fair  ground.”*
